The order 
which bears my signature is not contested by mee It is a reproducticn of a 
directive of the offtice of the Deputy °f the Fuehrer, Rudolf Hess, The reupon 
it is to be traced back to its Sources Since I knew that Rudolph Hess was 
knom as a truly legal person and banned this action to the utmost, I had to 
assume from his instructions that it was intended that stolen property be 
restored to its original owmers, vio were the Jews. 4ny other assumption was 
quite out of the question for me. That this property was to be taken to the 
police, first of all, and to have them serve as trustees, was a matter which 
iS quite natural, for in my eyes I considered the police the guardians of law

That is the affidavit of a Mre Gol. I hve readthe first and 
ond paragraphse If you will look at the third paragraph, it says: 
"In December, 1943, 80 Jews from the ghetto including four women 
ana myself and my friend Josef Belic were ordered by an Si Sturmfuchrer, 
Whose name I forget, to live in a large pit some distance from the town. 


This pit had originally been dug for an underground petrol tank. It was 
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circular, 60 meters in ciameter, and h meters deepe When we lived in it the 
top waspartially covercd with boarding, and there were two wooden rocms 


partiticned off, also 2 kitchmand lavatory. We lived there six months 


altogether before we cscapede The pit was guarded by Si guards about whem 


I give details below," 

You will sce in paragraph 5 that he says that the "Si men threw 
chains into the pit, and the Sturmfuehrer ordered ‘the Jewish foreman (for 
we were working party) to fasten the chains on us. The chains werefastened 
reund both ankles and round the waist. They weighed 2 kilos cach, and we 
could oniy take small steps when wearing them. We wore them permainently 
for 6 monthse The S. said thrt if any man removed the chains he wculd be 
hangcde The four women were not chained," 

Then, before we came to the work, I would just like you to look at 
Paragraph 10, because that cescribes the guards: 

"The work of digging up the graves and building the pyres was 
Supervised end guarded by bout 80 guards. Of these over 50 were Si, men, 
in brown uniforms, armed with pistols and daggers and automatic cuns (the 
pans being always eocked and pointed at us). The other 30 guards consisted 
portly of Lithuanians: and partly of SD and SS. In the course of the work 
the Lithuanian guards themselvos wore shot presumably so tht they should 


not say what had been cone. 
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The Comuancer of the whole plage was the Si. officer Murer (the e@ xpert on 
Jowish questicns) but he only inspected the work from time to time. The 
Si. officer Legal actually coanianced on the Spote At night our pit wis guarded 
y 10 or 12 of these cuards,gtt 

Then he says that the cuards "hit us and Stabbed us" anc that he 
was knocked over a pile of bodics and that they were only allowed to go 
sick for two days; if they went sick for more than that they were shote 

Then he says in paragraph 12, that “of 76 men in the pit, 11 were 
shot at work," 

Now I would like you to look very Shortly at paragraphs 6, 7, 8, anc 
9 which describe theo work. Paragraph 7 says that "the work consisted in 
cig jing up sass graves and piling up bodies on to funeral pyres and burning 
theme Iwas engaged in digging up the bodics, My friend Belic was engaged 
in sawing up and arranging the woodel 

Faragraph 8 says: "ie duc up altogether 68,000 bodicse I know 
this because two of the Jews in thepit with us wercordered to kecp count 
of the bodics by the Gormans; that was their sole job. The bodics were 
mixec, Jews, Polish priests, Russian Prisoners of "sr, Jmon-st those that 
I cus up I found my own brother. Ifound his icentifistation papers on hime 
He hac bem dsad two years when I cug him up because I know that he was in 
& batch of 10.000 Jews fror. Vilna ghetto who were shotin Scptember, 19h1." 

4nd then he *eseribds the procedure for making a funeral pyre of 
Wood and bodics and throwing eil over it ana burning ite 
arc you telling the Tribunal that you never heard of what had gone 


n Vilna or that there were any Si. personnel eoncerned in it? 


After listéning to this I have to make the following statement ... 


Q First of all, before you make a statement, will you answer my quese 
tions: Do you say that you never heard of these happenings in Vilna or that 
the Si were concerned in them? 

That is what I an Saying, decidely. It is today for the first time 
that I hear of it and I had nothing whatever to do with ite We hac no SA in 
Lithuaniae we only hac &. in the former Government Generale There were 
attempts to build it up anc there werc Si afterwards but we had no Si organiza= 
tion in Lithuania guarding the ghettos and all the property that had to be 
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guarced in this matter as neither the SA leadership or the Sk organization 
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had anything to co with ite But I could welladmit that a misuse of Si 
uniforms happened here in the orgenization of the Si as well as on the part 
of Lithuanians. 

Q e¢e tour explanation is that they have mistaken somebody wearin. 
a brown shirt. Is that your explanation? Probably wearing a swastika on 
his arm just to make it more cifficulte You are really telling the Tribunal, 
who have been sitting here for nine months listening to whathas happened 
in these territories, that your explanation is that somebody has mistaken 
other people wearing brown shirts. Is that your explenation? 

It is one of the explanations which I have givon in conncetion wi th 

thess events.

children and old men, and put them into lorries tnd drove then awaye I saw ai 
this myself. It was done exclusively by Sle I saw them take children by the 
hair and ‘cen them into the lorrics, TI did not see what happened to them 
but a Lithuanian told me. afterwards thé they had been driven twenty kilometers 
away and shote He said he had seen the Si make them undress and then shoot th 
with automatic pistols." Then paragraph 7 Says they were shot if they took 
food into the Ghetto and describes the shooting of a master bakor who had 
four or five cigarettes and some Sausage and the hanging of this bakere Thon 
paragraph 8 deals with Gewecke, and My Lord, I ask the Tribunal to note: The * 
District Commissioner in whose courtyard I worked was called Gewecke, I saw hi: 
every daye He was in the Sie The SS tock over from the SA in September 19,3, 
and the Ghetto then became a working camp." 

Now, My Lord, if your Lordship would be good enough to turn to page 107, 
you will see a report fron Gewecke -- from Schaulen,. ly Lord, that is 
document 3661-Ps, which will become GB-601. It is dated the 8th of September, 
1941, fron Schaulen, where he was Regional Cormissioner, to the Reich Commissar 
for the Eastland (Ostland). My Lord, I uhderstood I may be wrong —~ that 
Ostland included Lithuania, Estonia and Latvia only, butthat is the position. 
This is a complaint about an ss Standartenfuchrer called Jeager coming into 
Scharlents activities, and after explaining that he had managed to acquire -. 
or rather, that his agent had been acquiring some Jewish Silver and gold 
articles, he then sayS ~~ My Lord, this fresh incident merely demonstrates that
